Provincialism and Purity 


IN California they are debating whether the 

legal definition of a California-bred Thor- 
oughbred should be so enlarged as to include 
foals conceived outside the State. The majority 
of breeders, by nearly 5 to 1, appear to be 
against the change, arguing that the provision 
would make it more difficult to establish and 
maintain good sires in California. 

In Florida, where a total of 39 Florida-bred 
2-vear-olds have been registered with the breed- 
ers’ association there, the organization has dis- 
cussed an increase in the number of races limit- 
ed to horses bred in the State, and has heard a 
proposal that the legislature be asked to compel 
the race tracks there to give preference to 
Florida owners in allotting stall space. 


In Illinois a bill has been introduced in both 
the House and Senate providing that “in allot- 
ting stabling accommodations, licensees shall 
give preference to owners who are bona fide 
residents of the State of Illinois,” and that ac- 
commodations given out-of-state residents 
“shall be vacated upon five days’ written notice 
when necessary for the accommodations of 
horses owned by a resident of this State.” 


It should be noted that the breeders’ asso- 
ciation in Illinois is not the sponsor of this bill. 
The association has not acted on it, but the 
president, Frank Butzow, and ex-presidents, 
Harold C. Hoffman and Paul Serdar, who con- 
stitute the advisory committee, have written 
their protests to the responsible legislative com- 
mittees. “Such provincial legislation,” they 
wrote, “in our opinion, would lead to an early 
deterioration in the grade of racing in Illinois, 
thus cheapening the sport and depreciating the 
State’s revenue. It would result in retaliatory 
action in other states against Illinois owners. It 
would retard the progress of Thoroughbred 
breeding in Illinois by placing a premium on 
inferiority. It would encourage attempts at 
evasion of law ....” 

For this clear-headed opposition to a spe- 
cious cause quite unworthy of the sportsman- 
ship of racing, our congratulations are extend- 
ed to Messrs. Butzow, Hoffman, and Serdar. 


There is another type of provincialism 
which is more damning because it is on a larger 


scale and because it masquerades as an absolute 
under the name of purity. It is anachronistic 
in the twentieth century for any breed whose 
excellence actually is based upon performance 
to hold fast to the outmoded concept of purity 
of ancestry. There is, in the first place, no such 
thing as purity, and in the second place, it 
would signify nothing if it did exist. 


Since the Jersey Act was rescinded in Eng- 
land, The Jockey Club in New York stands now 
as the principal Thoroughbred registry with 
this problem on its conscience. We quote the 
principal part of a letter from C. D. Alexander, 
of Kingston, Jamaica, British West Indies: 


Horse racing started in England and after it had spread 
to Jamaica. the American colonies, and a few West Indian 
islands, the English also started a stud book to record the 
pedigrees of their new breed. the Thoroughbred. Jamaica 
for many years had a small human and horse population but 
the humans were very proud of their bloodsteck and in the 
latter part of the 19th century also started a stud book 
of their own from duly authenticated records. 


Much the same thing took place in the U. S.. with a 
few differences . . Anyway the U. S. included in their 
stud book a number of so-called American families, horses 
believed to be entirely descended from English Thorough- 
bred stock but having no exact reference by volume and 
folio. The wisdom of doing this has been amply proved 
by the fact that these families have survived through the 
years in spite of competition from imported and other stock. 


In Jamiica only two or three so-called Jamaican families 
were registered. They were registered because of their authen- 
ticated Thoroughbred history, not traceable to exact  refer- 
ences in English stud book but being so descended without 
much doubt. They also showed exceptional racing class and 
the wisdom of their inclusion has also been amply proved 
by their brilliant survival in spite of prejudice and compe- 

Having got rid of the English taint on their own stud 
book they [The Jockey Club in New York] put one on 
little Jamaica. Any Jamaican horse can race in’ England 
and might be admitted to the English stud book. But in 
the U.S. the only Jamaican horses eligible for the U. S. 
stud book are those tracing entirely to English, American, 
or French registered ancestors and the others are not) only 
ineligible for stud book registration but also may not

Fit Horses at Long Prices 


New YORK 


Jamaica. through its second week, con- 
tinued to show gratifying increases in at- 
tendance and betting. and might have 
shown larger ones if spring weather hadn't 
been as searce as solid 3-year-olds. Ja- 
maica has no optimum, and the choice ts 
just between too cold and too hot. Tt has 
not been too hot yet, this usually being 
saved for the Empire City and Saratoga 
meetings which roost there in July. 

The current search. now getting a bit 
frantic, is for Derby prospects. You will 
read of Sonic’s conquest of the Experi- 
mental Handicap No. 2 in other columns 
of this magazine. so the notes here offered 
concern only those which raced in over- 
night events. 

To open the week, Uncle Miltie beat 
Battlefield, Lord Putnam, Pur Sang, and 
Big Stretch in a six-furlong allowance race. 
Considering that Battlefield was giving 
him six pounds. it was not too much of 
a beating. but Uncle Miltie went out a 
mile in 1:3725. I omit Nullify here. be- 
cause he isn’t in the Derby. 

On Tuesday Mrs. Edward Lasker's can- 
didate, All is Well. beat a quite ordinary 
field at six furlongs. On the same day 
Brownell Bernwood was fourth 
behind Gorgeous Reded. which was a $10.- 
000 plater last year. Bernwood did a little 
better on Saturday. but he was second to 
Fred Hooper's Heliowise. another Derby 
prospect. which was only fair in Florida.

Heliowise and Bernwood have already 
been mentioned as finishing one-two at six 
furlongs. only a nose separating them. In 
the Mrs. Wallace Gilroy's 
Timely Reward was his usual laggard self 
at the start. and he then closed fast. to 
be second to Woolford Farm’s Earmarked. 
which went into the race a maiden and is 
not a classic hope. Timely Reward might 
have won the Flamingo Stakes except for 
getting off two or three strides behind the 
others. for he was second to Yildiz, beaten 
only a neck. Behind him at Jamaica was 
another Derby nominee, Maine Chance 
Farm’s Graphic, which finished last, as 
he had done in the Flamingo.

About all I seem to get out of this is 
that we don’t know how good Intent 
might be. and that since he hasn't run 
more than six furlongs. we can’t guess, 
and that *Northern Star may be a little 
better than his form shows. For that mat- 
ter [ didn’t get much out of the Experi- 
mental No. 2, except that Nullify ran the 
best race in it. and that Uncle Miltie 
can't possibly be that bad. Down the line 
at Laurel, Repetoire won his third race. 
third stakes. in three starts this year. but 
he was apparently dying at the end. What 
this seems to prove is that nobody with 
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a 3-year-old that can run at all ought to 
lose hope yet. 


METHOD. It has been reported, with 
some chance of reliability, that there are 
no longer any poor polo players. There are 
no doubt players who are poor at polo, but 
none who, in the old race track phrase, 
will ever know a poor day again. This is 
the work of H. W. (Rube) Williams, a 
former polo player who has turned to 
training horses with considerable success. 
\s you would expect. his former associates 
in the game have a considerable interest 
in his fortunes, and possibly a little in- 
formation, too. 

His stable had. through the first ten 
days of the Jamaica meeting. won six 
races. and not at any pusillanimous prices 
like $3.70. either.

A good many of the Williams horses 
were picked up at bargain prices, such 
as the filly Miss Degree. which has al- 
ready won two races this year, beating 
such fillies as Siama. Renew. Ari’s Mona, 
and others. She cost $700 at the Keene- 
land fall sales of 1948, and to date she 
has won $26,725, and has a couple of plaec- 
ings in stakes. 

The technique of doing this is not par- 
ticularly complicated. The horses were 
trained at Eutawville, S. C., and when they 
were about ready to race they were taken 
over to Holly Hill. where there is a race 
course. and were there sharpened to their 
best. When they came to New York they 
needed only to gallop. not work. and thus 
the local elockers got no information on 
them at all. | doubt if any of these horses 
will be allowed to start: such prices 
again. but the polo players have already 
been enriched.

A Report from Stall-Side: 
Your Host Seems on the Mend 


Los ANGELES 


For the time being. anyway. this is going 
to be the last installment on the to-be-or- 
not-to-be series on Your Host. But there 
are some things that should be cleared up 
before the colt is left} completely in’ the 
capable hands of Dr. John Walker. and 
one of them is that when William Goetz 
“reluctantly” accepted $250.000 in ex- 
change for Your Host. it appears he was 
illadvised and may have made a bad deal. 

To accuse anyone with an extra $250.- 
000 in his pocket of making an unwise 
decision seems a rash statement. but Your 
Host is) still very much alive. the 
chances are he is going to remain that 
way. He has gained weight. his coat shines. 
his eyes sparkle and he is curious and 
friendly. He is owned now, as you know, 
by Lloyd's of London. and while the in- 
surance company never intended to get 
into” the breeding business. the chances 
are they are going to find themselves. in 
another season, with a very valuable stud 
prospect on their hands. 

Your Host won one of the major bat- 
tles for his life the other afternoon. Since 
his sale by Mr. Goetz and his removal 
from Santa Anita Park to the Cirele S 
Ranch of George W. Stratton, in Canoga 
Park. much has been written about Your 
Host. and not all of it. by any means. has 
heen factual. So. to end the controversy 
over the colt’s condition. the Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
called in three independent. veterinarians 
to examine him the other day. The SPCA 
was virtually dragged into the case by a 
malicious column by a sports writer who 
evidently had not bothered to take a look 
at Your Host for himself. 

Anyway. the three veterinarians —Dr. 
Sigmund T. Rich, Dr. Victor Tierstein and 
Dr. Joseph Hird examined Your Host in 
the presence of Alexander Tilley. general 
manager of the SPCA: C. L. Seitlemver. 
chief investigator. and Tomer J. Daniels. 
of the State Commission for the Protee- 
tion of Children and Animals. They found 
that) Your Tlost is much better. and. is 
suffering ne pain. and added “there is no 
reason to believe the colt will not) fully 
recover,” 

Pheir findings seem to prove that 
Llovd’s aeted humanely. wisely. in 
aving the life of Your Host. This reporter 
saw the colt the dav after he was moved 
to the Cirele S Ranch. and it would be a 


shame to destroy such a horse. 


Dr. Walker. who saved the life of Stage- 
hand when the Santa Anita Derby and 
Handicap winner broke a leg several years 
ago. explained fully the treatment he has 
outlined for Your Hest. It consists of two 
one-hour treatments daily with a radar ray 
machine. plus massages. The radar rays 
are applied in three places -on the shoul- 
der. on the break Your Host’s forearm. 
and on the knee. “When | used it the first 
time.” Dr. Walker said. “the muscles in 
Your Hoest’s) forearm-—-which have atro- 
phied from lack of use—began to quiver. so 
I know there is still life in them. | am 
counting on the heat treatments to restore 
the circulation to Your Hosts forearm.” 

The radar rays are generated by a ma- 
chine known as a Microtherm. a powerful 
litthe gadget that looks as though it might 
have come right out of Space Control. By 
way of demonstrating the machine. Dr. 
Walker held the rays against a two-inch 
thick board. You could feel the heat on 
the other side. He also held it against the 
back of my left shoulder. and 1 could feel 
the heat by placing my right hand on my 
chest. 

The most interesting experiment that 
Dr. Walker conducted was a simple test 
to show how much weight Your Host is 
actually putting on his right fore leg. Dr. 
Walker placed his own feot in Your Host’s 
way. and had him stand on it. The ex- 
periment did not last long. as Your Host 
Was putting so much weight on the leg 
Dr. Walker had to push him away. Dr. 
Walker also said that Your Host frequent- 
lv lies down on his right side, something 
he would never do if the leg were pain- 
ing him. 

At the time of Your Host’s aecident, 
there was grave concern that unless the 
colt’ underwent) immediate operation 
he would break down eventually in his 
other fore leg. At Dr. Walker's suggestion. 
this reporter felt: Your Hlost’s left leg and 
it was just as cool as could be. More- 
over. it looks as good as it did when Your 
Host was racing. 

At the Cirele S Raneh. Your Hest has a 
large roomy. stall. He loves) visitors. es- 
pecially those who bring him sugar. and 
he cets around his quarters pretty quickly 
when he thinks there is a reward it 
for him. How long it will be before Your 
Host reeovers “good? use of his right: leg. 
Dr. Walker cannot sav. “But TP do know 
this.” he added. “Your Host is much 
better physical condition than Stagehand 
was when [took over his case. And | know 


that no one could spend half an hour in 
the stall with Your Host and have the 
heart to say this horse should be destroyed. 
In this business. we treat horses constantly 
for abscesses and other ailments that are 
in more pain than Your Host. and for the 
first 30 days or so after a horse is fired, 
he is in more pain than this colt. Your 
Host undoubtedly was in more pain the 
first month after he was injured than he 
ever has been since.” 

At the Circle S Ranch. Dr. Walker has 
saved two mares. Batchelou and Honey 
Rose. that had fractures similar to the 
one suffered by Your Host. Both are now 
producing matrons. 

\s reported in these notes recently. the 
fact that an insurance company has paid 
$250.000 for a live horse will set an in- 
teresting precedent. But E. V. Bledsoe and 
\. J. Eegenberger. adjusters for the firm 
of Toplis & Harding. which represent 
Lloyd's. deny that any precedent in- 
volved. “This is a most unusual case.” they 
said. “In paving off the policy on Your 
Host. after two 30-day extensions had been 
eranted. Lloyd's definitely was not purchas- 
ing ‘salvage. We simply felt. on the basis 
of reports from our veterinarians, that 
Your Host deserved a chance to live, and 
we gave him that chanee. The question 
of dollars and cents was never discussed 
with Mr. Stratton when Your Host was 
moved to the Circle S Ranch. and we have 
not thought about the future other than 
saving the horse.” 

Mr. Eggenberger revealed with a smile, 
however. that they are already becoming 
aware they are in the horse business, in- 
tentionally or not. 

“We had a letter from a trainer in San 
Franeiseo.” he said. “who has a mare he 
wants to breed to Your Host. He says he'll 
take the offspring. and we'll split” the 
profits 50-50.7 

Mr. Eggenberger has also had numerous 
letters from persons letting him in on sure 
cures for the horse. Most of them explain 
that if vou pass your hands over Your 
Host this way. or perhaps it is that way, 
the colt will get well immediately. The 
letters have all been turned over to Dr. 
Walker. 

“L think TH stick to my own method.” 
he joked. “However. Ul Say this. In eases 
of this kind. the horse’s own heart is most 
important. And never in all my experience 
have | worked with a horse with as much 
heart as Your Hest.”

Tilly Rose was foaled April 25, 1948, at the Ried- 
inger Brothers’ (Charles W. and Jacob H.) farm 
near Lexington. She was sold at the Keeneland 
Fall Sales of 1949 for $3.600 to Warren G. Doug- 
lass. who many times has shown considerable ability 
at recognizing outstanding young racing prospects 
and developing them to a high level of performance 
at the race track. 


Mr. Douglass did not start the filly until Septem- 
ber of her 2-year-old year (1950). She won her 
first start by ten lengths, at Hawthorne. Then she 
was brought to Keeneland, where she won her sec- 
ond start by five lengths. By this time she had at- 
tracted much notice by horsemen, among them J. 
Howard Rouse. who is in charge of the Kentucky 
interests of the King Ranch. Mr. Rouse called 
Robert Kleberg’s attention to the filly and recom- 
mended her as a broodmare prospect which prob- 
ably would pay for herself at the race track. Mr. 
Kleberg agreed. and authorized Mr. Rouse to buy 
her from Mr. Douglass. The price was $25.000. 

Tilly Rose was sent to Trainer Max Hirsch in 
South Carolina last winter, where she showed grati- 
fying speed. Her first start for the King Ranch was 
at Jamaica on April 3. when she won a 5%4-fur- 
long allowance race by four lengths. Her second 
start was in a division of the Prioress Stakes. In 
the Prioress, Tilly Rose did not get to the 
she had in her other races. She was 
second to Miss Meggy for about five furlongs, and 
succeeded reaching the top only in the last 
eighth. Sweet Talk made a strong run at her near 
the wire. but failed to catch her by three-quar- 
a length. Tilly Rose’s time of 1:11%5 was 
145 seconds faster than Ruddy’s. Each carried 112 
pounds. 

Tilly Kate now has earned $13.837 of her $25,000 
purchase price for the King Ranch. She is the first 
stakes winner for her sire. Bull Brier, which is 
owned by Mrs. B. F. Lister and stands at W. R. 
Estill’s Elmwood Farm. Lexington. Bull Brier en- 
tered the stud in 1913 and has had better than 80 
per cent winners from a comparatively few starters.

William L. Brann 
Dies Suddenly 


William Leavitt Brann. who within a few 


years established himself as one of the most 
successful breeders and owners of Thor- 
oughbreds in the country. died Wednesday. 
April 11. at his winter home in Boynton 
Beach. Fla.. after a short illness. He was 
73 vears of age. 

\ native of Washington. Ind.. Mr. Brann 
was graduated from Indiana University 
and moved to New York City. where for 
14 years he was with the National Cloak 
and Suit Company. He was a vice presi- 
dent of that organization when he resigned 
and set up an advertising agency under the 
name of William L. Brann. Inc. Among 
his clients were the National Cloak and 
Suit Company. Johns-Manville. Eversharp 
Pencil. and Montgomery Ward. 
with the late 
Robert S. Castle. advertising executive for 
Montgomery Ward. which led him, upon 
his retirement from business in 1929, to 
seek relaxation in racing and breeding. He 
and Mr. Castle established a partnership 
under the name of Branncastle Stable. 
made up at first of a few horses which 
Castle already owned. Molasses Jane was 
the best horse in the stable at the begin-

ning: later she became a good producer, 

The partners spent some time looking 
for a farm in the East as a base for their 
breeding activities. and eventually found 
what they wanted in Frederick County, 
Maryland. in the midst of one of the rich- 
est agricultural areas in the country. 

Their first great stroke of fortune was 
the importation of *Challenger IL. The 
son of Swynford had shown great promise 
in his brief 2-vear-old career. but had 
backed into a roll of barbed wire and so 
lacerated his hind legs that he was dis- 
abled for 3-year-old racing. Representing 
Branneastle Farm, the late C. J. FitzGerald 
went to England and bought him. Efforts 
to train him here proved unsuccessful. but 
his stud career was marked with success 
from its beginning. 

The stable carried on for several years 
with minor winnings. until in 1937 Mr. 
Castle retired from the partnership. Mr. 
Brann changed the name of the stud to 
Glade Vailey Farm and. racing the horses 
in his own name. entered upon a ten-year 
period of extraordinary success as a breed- 
er and owner. 

In 1938 a strapping 2-vyear-old named 
Challedon. by *Challenger Il out of Laura 
Gal. by *Sir Gallahad IIL. bred by the 
Branneastle Farm partnership. began rac- 
ing under Mr. Brann’s colors. He earned 
$67.700 as a 2-year-old. and by the time 
he finished his racing career had a total 
of $334.660 to his credit. His earnings at 
three contributed largely toward making 
*Challenger IL the leading sire of 1939. 

Mr. Brann preferred to race his home- 
bred stock. and when he appeared as a 
buyer it was usually for the purpose of 
strengthening his stud. *Challenger IL con- 
tinued to get good stock. and through the 
middle 1940°s the earnings of the com- 
paratively small stable regularly ranged 
between $140.000 and annually. 
Repeating as often as possible the same 
cross which had produced Challedon, he 
the Gallorette. 
earnings of $445.535 made her the leading 
money-winning mare of all time. (Gallo- 
rette was bred by Preston M. Burch under

Mr. Brann 
was elected to membership in The Jockey 
Club. 

With Mr. Brann at the time of his death 
were the surviving members of his family. 
his wife. Mrs. Mabel V. Brann: a son. Wil- 
liam L. Jr.: and a daughter. Mrs. Mary 
B. Mickle. The family has made no an- 
nouncement as to plans for the stud and 
racing stable.

RULES AND LEGISLATION 


The West Virginia Racing Commission 
has announced a new rule prohibiting rac- 
ing on Christmas Day, and another one 
requiring all persons whose license has 
heen suspended or revoked. or to whom a 
license has been denied. to obtain rein- 
statement in the jurisdiction where the 
ruling was made before being eligible for 
a license in West Virginia. The latter rule 
is in accord with the reciprocity agree- 
ment recommended by the National Asso- 
ciation of State Racing Commissioners. 

Rule 268 has been amended to require 


the six-month suspension of the horse, as 
well as of any persons involved, in cases 
of drug administration. The daily double 
rule has been amended to provide for the 
distribution of the double pool in case any 
of the races involved are cancelled. 

The Arkansas Legislature has passed an 
act giving the State two-thirds of the pari- 
mutuel breakage. For the last year or so 
the State has received all the breakage. 
The new law provides for the breakage to 
be divided between the State general fund 
and the municipality where the track is 
located. In recent years the State has _re- 
ceived all the breakage.

The Multiflora Rose Fence 
(From Dr. Eslie Asbury, Cincinnati) 


Jimmy Donovan has done breeders a 
service with his well reported articles on 
fences. With respect to our position on the 
use of the Multiflora Rose, [ am anxious 
that there be no misunderstanding. While 
we can see certain uses for it. we are not

ready to say it is the perfect fence for a 
horse farm. 


(1) Expense. We have planted 50,000 
rose seedlings. practically all either be- 
tween double fences or along a single fence 
(particularly boundary fences), where we 
have erected a two-plank temporary fence 
for protection of the plants. Though the 
roses cost only about $45 a thousand, the 
total initial outlay and labor make it a 
fairly expensive fence. Since all our farm 
was previously adequately fenced. chiefly 
with one-inch oak plank. the addition of 
the roses was merely an extra expense for 
which we feel compensated because of the 
added safety of the horses. the conserva- 
tion and wild-life value of the rose fences, 
and their beauty and windbreak effect. 
Altogether. we now have the most expen- 
sive fencing possible. 


(2) Use as primary fence. We have two 
small fields with 2-year-old plantings 
around two sides only. which we are using 
for mares and foals without supplementary 
fencing. We have divided several fields. 
using a double temporary fence made out 
of scrap material to protect new planting 
which we hope will become a_ primary 
fence. There are no trees along these new 
fence lines. 


a vacuum, but we do feel the Rose fence, 
either primary or auxiliary, adds a factor 
of safety and also prevents horses making 
a single path close to the fence. 


(4) Paddocks. We never plant more 
than two sides of a paddock in order to 
allow freedom of view in the desired di- 
rections. Since the roses do not grow well 
under trees. supplementary fencing is nec- 
essary in most paddocks. 


5) Appearance. Many large high-grade, 
well established nurseries over the country 
are producing large quantities of Mullti- 
flora Roses. These nurserymen have no 
doubts about the value and beauty of this 
fence. Anyway. beauty has many defini- 
tions. is always relative, and is subjective 
as well as objective. A Greek said that 
anything fitting and proper is beautiful. 
For example. I think square-toed shoes 
are beautiful. and I have never seen a 
good horse of any shape or color that 
looked ugly. Though we have some white 
fences. I now feel that black fences blend 
more artistically with the rural landscape. 
Rose fences covered with leaves and 
blooms in the spring and summer, with 
red berries and red-and-brown canes in 
the fall and winter have a mellowing 
effect. After all, we don’t cut down trees 
because they look brown and lifeless in
